THE COAL CONFLICT. 


Contentions’ of the Respective 
Sides. 


The following are the views of 
the miners and owners respective- 
lv as set forth at a conference 
last mouth under the Premier's 
presidency : 


THE MINERS,

The coal in the bad districts, as

PROPOSAL DETAILED,

The function of the Coal Board 
would be. first of all, to ‘impose a 
levy upon the total tonnage raised 
in every mine. This levy would 
by paid into the w ages pool. 
Payments.out of the pool in relief 
of low wages at the poorer co]- 
ties would be made by the Wages 
Board only where, in their judz- 
ment, the pit was yielding its fair 
share both of profit to the pool 
and_of productivity to the country 


Thus theCoal Board would be 
entitled to withhold grants if it 
came to the conclusion that a 
colliery could not be worked 
except at a permanent loss. or 
that the miners were not doing 
their duty, or that the manage- 
ment was inefficient.

Provided the ‘levy was 
sufficiently accurately estimated, 
the individual colliery company's 
profit would still be very largely

We do not propose, any more 
than was proposed under the coal 
Control Agreement Act: to inter- 
fere with the profit-making cCapa- 
city of a particular mine. 


The smooth werking of such a 
system supposes that ‘the owners 
are «prepared to do on tneir part 
what the workmen are prepared 
to do on theirs, viz., ‘to itive a 
share of their good fortune to 
their less fortunate brethren.” 

How much. in fact, are the 


miners prepared to contribute to- 
wards a wages pool? 


If they alone were to form the} 


pool they would have to accept a 
reduction of nearly 24 percent.in 
their total wages bill,or an aver- 
age of 4s.

SINO-JAPANESE RELATIONS.” 


* The visit of Mr. Obaga, the Japanese Minister to China, 
to his homeland has given rise to a considerable amount of 
speculation regarding its ‘effect upon Sino-Japanese 
relations, Mr. Obato’s visit is said to be by way of holiday, 
apd, and as he has been at Peking for two and a balf years 
without leive, it is natural that he should welcome an 
opportunity of paying a-visit o his native country. [tis 
hardly likely, however, that Mr. Obata has not. been engaged 
in conferences with the authorities at Tokyo, especially as 
there has been considerable activity in Japanese political 
circles during recent weeks, For one thing, Japanese loans 
to China to an anount calculated at something like 
$80,000,000 are falling due, and the Shantung question is 
practically sure to call for attention. ene 

So far Mr. Obata has been following a futsses faire 
policy, and has seldom taken ‘any move, except on occasions 
when he deemed that Japan's honour was involved. He 
has refrained from making any suggestions ur proposals 
to China. Ie has stopped making monetary advances, 50 
that disputing factions may no longer be financed. In 
short, he has not infrequently been criticized as’ being 
inactive. Mr. Obata has logical reasoiis for - acting so. 
The relations between dapan and China at the time 
he assumed the duty. of: Japanese Minister in Peking, 
thirty months ago, were bad, and) he considered it 
desirable to reconstruct the relations between the two 
countries. In order to accomplish this. it was necessary to 
remain rather inactive, as any forward movement might 
have tended to strain the relations instead of improving them. 
Rumour now has it that Japan is ready to change her 
policy: she will again make advances to China and will no 
longer wait patiently to see the North and the South 
united, ‘but will take a move in order to promote. the 
realization of the unification. ; i 

These is probably a good deal of rash speculation 
about these conjectures. _ Certain concrete questions, how: 
ever, are pending. The consummation of. the New 
Consortium lends an added interest to the guestion 
of how the outstanding Japanese loans to China will 
be ‘settled. It has even been suggested that Japan will 
propose that these loans be treated as Japan’s share of: the 
advances to be made to China when the Consortium plan 
comes into operation. The Consortium could not well view 
such a proceeding with equanimity, seeing that its loans 
are to be for specific works of a productive character. 
‘How, then,-the ability is to be seftled in China’s present 
financial condition is certainly a problem. The question 

’ gives a piquancy to the report that Mr. Li Shih-wei, to 
whom Japanese proclivities are attributed, will be the new 

' Chinese: Minister of Finance—a post that is the reverse. of 

“asinecure. China’s persistence over Shantung has caused 
this question also to occupy the councils of Japan, and a 

rivate conference, said to be concerned with this matter, was 
eld the other day. So far the only item that has been made 
public is that Japan is ready to negotiate over Tsingtao, 

* which docs not-carry matters farther. China, it appears, 
is bent.upon bringing the question up before the League of 
Nations. When this sore point has igen disposed of, Sino- 
Japanese relations may begin to mend. :

To Flat Dwellers. 


This is a plea for a little mutual 
thoughtfulness and consideration 
by all those who live in flats or 
closely adjacent houses. It is 
essential these hot nights that al! 
windows and doors should be kept 
open and it is inevitable, therefore, 
that the playing of pianos or 


‘}gramaphomes or the holding of 


impromptu concerts is a proceed- 
ing that has to bo shared by all 
within radius. At Kowloon our 
‘builders have given us very little 
room to escape the noises of our 
neighbours and there was quite a 
deal said and written last summer 
on tho lack of consideration 
shown by some for the peace and 
rost of those living in the vicinity. 
During the past week there have 
beon several occasions on which 
this question of night noises has 
been mentioned to us and, on 
behalf of those who have suffered, 
we make an appeal to all flat 
dwellers to remember that -ten 
o'clock is a late enough hour to 
play ither gramaphomes or 
pianos, Weare toldthaton Monday 
nightone ratherenthusiastic party 
kept matters going until half-past 
eleven. They were possibly on- 
joying thomselves and saw no 
harm in it, but there were many 
in the neighbourhood who would 
have retired by that time and 
who would have welcomed 
quietude and slosp. Wo be- 
lieve that 11 o’clock is the legal 
time allowed by the Polico {it 
used to be at one time) but as a 
matter of charitable consideration 
wo think all who are forced to live 
in close proximity to many others 
should bave a thought for them 
without waiting to be reminded 
by a uniformed officer. No-one 
wants to bo a “kill joy" or a 
crotchety hum-bug, but the dis- 
play of sweet reasonableness by 
thoso who realise they have been 
guilty in the above respect would 
help to make Kowloon less the 
abode of irritation than it is now. 
In winter, when. windows are 
closed, it doesn't matter sv much ; 
in summer whon sleep is so 
cherished, quiet or noise after a 
reasonable hour makes a wonder- 
ful difference. 


Our Costly Railway. 


The annual report of the 
Kowloon-Canton Railway, which 
has just. been issued to the 
Press, does not make parti- 
cularly cheerful reading in. the 
matter ‘of the railway’s profits, 
Wo realise that the year 1920 
witnessed fairly heavy expendi- 
ture of a non-recurrent nature 
butit is a little disappointing to 
know that although the gross 
receipts were the nighest in the 
history ‘of the line (over half a 
million dollars) the net receipts 
were the lowest, were less than 
half what was made last year. 


The official explanation is that, 


the difference is more than 
accounted for by the general 
increase in salaries granted to the 
staff, the high cost of coal and 
the renewal of sleepers, but what 
we are most mindful of is the fact 
that the railway .is costing this 
Colony more and more every 
year. And the return on that 
money should be increasing: not 
decreasing. The Construction 
Account of the line now stands at 
aver $15,000,000 and it is in 
relation to that sum we must 
think of this $33,000 profit. There 
has recently been appeals for 
economy in government expendi- 
ture and we think that an eye 
might be kept on the railway, as 
a beginning. 


Figures that Count. 


Of course, it is argued that not 
until the through line to Hankow 


has been constructed and not 


until this railway has been linked 
np with that other railway run- 
ning into Canton can we, hope 
for greatly increased traffic. That 
is.true enough and it therefore 
behoves this government to leave 
no stone unturned to realise that 
object. But whilst we are 
waiting for that desired achieve- 
ment let us not forget that our 
railway is something of a luxury. 
We have had to pay pretty dearly 
for it-—its construction cost now 
works' out at well over half a 
million dollars a mile and wy 
ought to be getting a ‘little mre 
out of it tian we are. Reaghly 
speaking, the figures forthe past 
year show that out-of every 
dollar the railway has earned it 
has spent ninety-four cents. Not 
a very gratifying fact, 7

’. AVIATION NOTES. 


[By “Meteorite.”} 


A proposal that is worthy o 
serious cansideration, as— it 
embodies the results derived from 
a practical study of the chances 
of aviation succeeding as a 
business proposition, has just 
been outlined by the Director of 
the Postal Department of the 
Philippines in connection with a| 
decision to establish an aerial 
mail service for that country. 
According to his plans, the 
merchants of the cities affected 
by the scheme are to be brought 
into closer co-operation than has 
hitherto been practicable by 
‘Government Departments. The 
scheme calls for the financial 
support of .the whole scheme 
by merchants, that support to 
be guaranteed by their purchase 
in advance of 50 many stamps as 
will be necessary to bring in 
hufficient revenue to cover tho 
estimated operation costs of the 
service. Such a schome is without 
precedence in the two and half 
years of the aviation boom, and 
its proposed introduction by Mr. 
Topacio may,'therefore, be credited 
to aresearch into-the experience 
of other aviation undertakings. If 
his plan secures the substantial 
support he expects, Mr. Topacio 
will have the uncommon -ex- 
perience of seeing his schome 
sneceseful at the start—a success 
which it takes many months of 
expensive service for public 
companies to build up, and that 
not before much expenditure has 
been involved to convince an 
apathetic public of the economic- 
al advantages to be derived: from 
a wholesale support of the 
service. Working on the well- 
established maxim that the larger 
the support the cheaper will .be 
the cost of transportation, the 
merchants of the Philippines 
may find that eventually in. the 
matter of exponse there will not 
be much t) choose between a 
land post and one by acroplane.

The three articles which the 
Government at. Peking have de- 
cided to append to these already 
in existence for the protection of 
its rights in the realin of aviation, 
coimnes at an interesting juncture, 
when it is believed that the influ- 
ence which competiting com 
panies are bringing to bear on the 
Government may be productive 
at any moment of special con- 
cesssions for either of them. 
The ‘latest announcement which 
was meant to secure the preserva- 
tion of China's sovereign rights, 
should knock on the head any 
ambitious scheme which big 
concerns may have had. 
There was evidenced in the 
drafting. of these Articles an 
apprehension that extraterritorial 
rights might be advanced as an 
excuse for the allowance of 
special privilegesinthe operation 
of aircraft by a* foreign company. 
An effective point is made out 
of the stipulation that, in view of 
the fact that China's traffic duties 
are fettered by arrangments 
between foreign . powers, 
transportaion by flying machines 
shall not be subject to the 
restriction of treaties with other 
countries, 

® 
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Another condition provides for 
the prohibition of the transport of 
mails by any machine which 
enters and leaves the territory of 
China, in other words, passing 
through with* a load of mails 
which in the ordinary course 
should have been subjected to the 
imposition of stamp duties in 
China. The same guarantee for 
the protection of her sovereign 
rights is also provided for in tne 
condition that “ in view of the fact 
that many foreign post-offices 
have of late been established 
in various’ parts of. China 
their free transportation of 
mails should be prohibited". The 
insertion of this clause has appar- 
ently been prompted by anticipa- 
tion of the possible extensive use 
which the foreign post-offices will 
have for the mail-service operated 
by: the Government between 
Shanghai and Peking and other 
big cities. As all these articles 
have to be ratified by the foreign 
powers before passing into Chin- 
ese law, it will be interesting to 
conjecture the attitude which the 
powers affected will _present to- 
wards a question which means 
the total subjugation of. foreign 
aviation énterprises to Chinese 
regulations. :

Chi 
Kong near the East Gate until 
an appropriate piece of ground 
has been selected for the per- 
manent buildings of the Uni- 
versity. Entrance examination 
for admission to the Perpartory 
Courses will be held on July Ist 
atthe former Language School. 
Gen, Li Fooklum whose head- 
quartersisatpresent located atthe 
Language School, heartily ap- 
proves the founding of the Univer- 
sity and volunteered to move his 
headquarters elsewhere so that 
the examination of students can 
be conducted at this place on 
July 1st. 

The Bureau of Education of 
the Canton Municipality, aiming 
to unite all the educational or- 
ganisations and schouls in the 
city so as to map out definite 
plans for better education among 
the children notified the Depart- 
ment of Police to co-operate 
in the work of gathering statis- 
tics regarding private educa- 
tional institutions and public 
schools and colleges of the city. 
A record will be kept of all the 
schools, their attendance, and the 
subjects taught’ by each school. 
The record and statistics will be 
published from time to time which 
will prove of great value to educa- 
tional workers. 

The manager of the local branch 
of the Bank of China has returned 
from Hongkong and is consulting 
with Ma Yuk-hong, the new 
Commissioner of Finance, for the 
branch which was closed after 
the withdrawal of the Kwangsi 
militarists last year. Itis expected 
that substantial funds will be 
appropriated for the redemption 
of the bank notes issued by the 
branch office which are not at 
very great discount.

PRESERVING THE TEETH. 


Tartar ie a deadly enemy to the 
teeth, and unfortunately in many 
mouths it collects with great 
rapidity, and once it is of any 
thickness it is not easy to remove. 
Frequent and thorough brushing 
are the best means of prevention, 
and if it is already there special 
efforts must be taken: to remove 
it. .An application of carbonate 
of soda and citric acid is very 
useful, especially in-cases where 
the tartar is not very thick,‘ and 
if it is the same materials will 
setve, only they must be frequent- 
ly wpplied and perserved in for 
some considerable time. ; 


One teaspoonful of carbonate 
of soda (not washing soda, 
although that is‘ carbonate, but 
what is bought at a chemist’s in 
fine powder) must be mixed with 
as much citric acid as will stand 
on @ ten cent piece; the powders 
aust be moistened with a few 
drops of water and applied to the 
tartar on a small piece of rag. 
Care must be taken that the place 
where the tartar starts is well 
treated so that the mixture may 
creep underneath and the tartar 
may become detached from. the 
teeth. On no account may the 
tartar be forcibly removed by the 
aid of a pin-or such-like, 8s the 
enamel of the teeth--may- get 
injured. , 

A SAFE REMEDY. 


The powders may be found more 
convenient if: rubbed on dry, 
indeed where the tartar is of long 
standing a good coating of powder 
may be rubbed on and allowed to 
remain.

Lindsell, by Inspector Brewer of

The deceased had died the pre- 
vious day. The other question put 
by the Inspector to the defendant 
was Whan did the rash first ap-

{2th instant. 

Mr. Lindsell enquired how the 
inspector know that, the di ceased 
jhad rash, to which tho reply was 
that it way the customary quer. 
tion put to elicit. the truth, Mr. 
Lindgell said that he must have 
evidence that the man: died of 
pmall-pox before he convicted the 


Dr, Scott, in charge of the 
Victorie Mortuary, said that on 
the 17th instant he examined the 


‘body of a Chinese male. Te was 


covered with small pox all over. 
The rash must have appeared 
eight or nine days ago. - 

Mr. Lindgel; (addressing Inspec 
tor Brewer): Strictly speaking, you 
have not proved that the body 
examined by Dr. Scott was the 
pody taken from this particular 
house. Legally, you have no’ 
proved your case.
